MUSICIANS DECRY MUSIC RULES 

Police were on hand as the Hampton Town 
Board meeting last Tuesday became the site of 
tension, with local musicians decrying the rules 
put in place over the last year giving officials 
tighter control of live music across the area. 
“We put these rules in place because of large 
numbers of complaints,” explained Hamptons © 
Music Council chairman Fred Solomon. “As far as 

we can tell, these regulations have cut down on 

a lot of abuses which had been running rampant © 
in local nightclubs and bars.” Among the rules 

causing the most consternation for musicians 

are those regarding so-called controlled 

covers—a set of restrictions placed on the 
playing of selections from an extensive list of 

overplayed cover songs. The list includes songs 

such as “Brown Eyed Girl,” “Sweet Caroline” 

and “Me and Bobbie McGhee”—songs that have 

been known to cause severe trauma to those 

who have been forced to hear them thousands 

of times. Many musicians in attendance have 


found that the entirety of their repertoire falls _ : 


into the controlled cover category. “What if my. 
fans request ‘Moondance?”” asked local favorite — 
Buster Mulligan during a public question and 
answer period. “Or what if it happens to be, 


in fact, a marvelous night for a ‘Moondance?’” — + 


Mulligan’s question received applause from 
some musicians in the room, but the Music 
Council was unmoved. “I’m sorry, but the rules 
say that you can play ‘Moondance’ once per 
month,” Chairman Solomon shot back, “and 
we feel that this has been an effective way of 
protecting patrons from the damaging effects of 
these pernicious songs.” The meeting broke up 
peacefully at 11:30 p.m.

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New York Presidents 


There Have Been Six. Soon There Will Be Seven.

U nless matters take a strange turn, it now 
appears that the next President of the 
United States will be a New Yorker. 

You probably don’t know this, but the State of 
New York has offered up more of its residents 
as President of the United States than any other 
state. The total right now is six. This will be 
number seven either way, Trump or Clinton, 
who are from New York City and Chappaqua 
in Westchester respectively. Clinton summers 
in East Hampton. Since we’ve had. only 
44 Presidents, seven being from New York 
‘speaks well for the good grounding we 
offer here. 

The six who have come from New York so far 
were rather ordinary early on, but then fabulous 
in later years. The early ones were, in order, 
Martin Van Buren (1837-1841), Millard Fillmore 
(1850-1853), Chester Arthur (1881-1885) and 


Grover Cleveland (1885-1889) and (1893-1897). 
All four wanted to run to have a second term 
but were turned away. But Grover Cleveland did 
get a second term after the country discovered 
it was unhappy with the guy who followed him 
(who was not from New York.) 

In the 20th century, the New Yorkers who 
became President were Teddy Roosevelt 
(1901-1909) and Franklin D. Roosevelt 
(1933-1945), both ranked by historians as 
among the top five best Presidents we’ve ever 
had. Both got second terms. FDR got a third and 
fourth term. In most Best President surveys, they 
are ranked three and four, right after Lincoln 
and Washington. 

How will Donald Trump or Hillary Clinton 
do? Well, it’s the 21st century. We will just have 
to see. 

Meanwhile, here are sketches of each of the 
first six. At the end of this article, I will comment 


on another 19th century President, John Tyler, 


who was not from these parts but did marry 
Julia Gardiner from East Hampton while in 
office. And for the 20th century, I will suggest 
we consider Bill Clinton as a New Yorker. He 
hails from Arkansas but is now an adopted 
New Yorker. And he’s often listed as one of our 
Top 10 presidents by historians. 


MARTIN VAN BUREN 

Martin Van Buren grew up in Kinderhook, 
New York. His parents spoke Dutch, and he 
is the only President we’ve ever had who 
spoke English as a second language. Born in 
1782 as the country was forming, he became 
our eighth President in 1837. He was a lawyer, 
then a State Senator, then Governor of New 
York (for three months). Admired by President 
Andrew Jackson, he ran with Jackson as his 
Vice President and then, when Jackson retired, 
was elected himself as President. He supported 
slavery in the South even (Cont'd on next page) 
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Presidents (Continued from 

previous page) 

though he was a New Yorker, and tried to keep 
an evenhanded approach to the two sections 
of the country. He opposed the annexation of 
Texas, which would have given the country one 
more slave state. And he supported Spain when 
the Amistad, a Spanish slave ship taken over 
by its captives, dropped anchor off Montauk 
and was taken into custody and brought to 
Connecticut, where the Africans were put on 
trial. He wanted good relations with Spain. And 
Spain wanted their “cargo” back. But a court in 
Connecticut freed those slaves. 

An interesting story about his ambivalence: 
As. a younger man, he had a slave named 
Tom. When Tom ran away to Canada in 1814, 
Van Buren would not pursue him. In 1824, 
as a senator, Van Buren learned Tom was in 


Wooster, Massachusetts. Slaves were supposed 
to be brought back to their masters. At this 
point, New York State was just three years from 
renouncing slavery. But to assuage the South, 
Van Buren privately offered to sell him to the 
man who found him for $50, as long as the new 
owner would guarantee Tom would not be hurt 
while captured. It was a gesture not accepted, 
so Tom remained free, and for Van Buren, it 
got him through what would have been a 
political crisis. 


MILLARD FILLMORE 
Millard Fillmore is ranked as one of our worst - 
Presidents—in one rating by historians, he’s 
#40 out of 44. He was born in the Finger Lakes 
region of New York, in Moravia, also became a 


lawyer and was a congressman from New York | 


during the years Van Buren was President. After 
leaving Congress, he became the first chancellor 
of the University of Buffalo, and then, briefly, 
the Comptroller of New York State. Bs 

In the Presidential run up to 1849, he 
was plucked from his comptroller position 
to become the Vice Presidential candidate 
for Zachary Taylor, a general from Virginia 
and an ardent segregationist. It was believed 
that Fillmore, who was anti-slavery but 
not especially passionate about it, would 
help Taylor carry New York. 


-He wanted to run for a second term. 


The Whigs rejected him. A slogan — 
about him was “God Save Us from — 


Whig Vice Presidents.” He retired. — 


- Taylor died of pneumonia just 100 days into 
his term, and now came Fillmore. During his 


Presidency he tried to evenhandedly negotiate — 


a compromise between the slave states and 
the free states, in which California would be 
accepted as a free state, but Texas would be 
accepted as a slave state. He was all over the lot 
with this. When the bill was really well watered 
down, Fillmore said he’d only sign it if it 
were as earlier drawn. Congress was furious. 
The Whigs—he was a Whig—threw him out of 
the party. 


Fillmore did better in foreign affairs. He 


fended off Napoleon III’s determination to 
take Hawaii. He bankrolled Matthew Perry’s 
expedition to Japan to open trade there. And 
he opposed a fiery revolutionary from Cuba, 
who wanted to have the United States help free 
Cuba from Spain, which allowed slavery, so it 
could become an American state allied with the 
South—with slavery. 

When he wanted to run for a second term, 
the Whigs rejected him. A slogan about him 
was “God Save Us from Whig Vice Presidents.” 
He retired. 


CHESTER ARTHUR . 

Chester Arthur ranks about in the middle of 
the list of Presidents. He was born in Vermont, 
grew up in upstate New York and graduated 
Union College as president of the debating 
society. He then became a lawyer with a practice 
in Manhattan. He was appointed as Collector of 
the Port of New York in 1871, a position that left 
much room for patronage, and in 1878 was fired 
by President Rutherford B. Hayes as part of a 
plan to reform the federal patronage system 
in New York. In 1880, James Garfield won the 
election and became President. Chester Arthur 
was his Vice President. 

Six months later, Garfield was assassinated, 
and Arthur took up the cause of national 
financial reform, which, apparently, he felt he 


knew a lot about having been in the middle of it _ 


for years. He vetoed a bill for expenditures for 
a Rivers and Harbors Act and ordered cash for 
a more modern Navy. 

He became ill during his first term and didn’t 
do much else. At the end of his term, he made 
a faint effort at wishing to run for re-election, 
but he was done. He died only a year after 
leaving office. —

Re-enactment 


An Evening’s Entertainment Where the Nazis Landed in 1942

he trouble with reenactments is that if the 
reenactment is true to the original and the 
original took place on the beach in the middle 
of a very foggy night, who would come to see it? 
Well, that was exactly the problem the 
re-enactors had in Amagansett this past 
June 13. They were retelling the story of the 
very foggy night, just past midnight on June 
13, 1942, when Nazi terrorists climbed up 
and out of the hatch of a German submarine 
off Amagansett, and, together with boxes of 
explosives, got rowed to the beach in a rubber 
boat by German navy sailors with submachine 
guns over their shoulders. Unfortunately for 
them, they came ashore almost directly in front 
of the Amagansett Coast Guard Station. 
‘Well, no matter. Hundreds of people came 
down to the Amagansett Coast Guard Station 
at 7 p.m. last Monday to stand around or 


‘sit in lawn chairs to enjoy an evening 


commemorating this landing here. On the front 
porch of the newly restored facility—soon to 


Open as a museum—a series of speeches by 
dignitaries was delivered at 7 p.m. about what 
had happened way back then, a singing group 
called Rumor Has It, dressed in full 1940s 
regalia, cloned the Andrew Sisters and Patty 
Page by singing some of their classic hits from 
that era—“The Chattanooga Shoe Shine Boy,” 
“The Boogie Woogie Bugle Boy from Company 
B.” Then, on a big outdoor movie screen next 
to a popcorn-making machine, the celebrants 
enjoyed watching the premiere of a movie of 
the re-enactment of the Nazi landing done in 
2015 on this landing site—a re-enactment that 
starred Sonny Sireci, Even Thomas, Carl Irace, 
Ted Hults and Samantha Ruddock. This was 
followed by two short features of black-and- 
white newsreel footage from 1942 that showed 
the arrests of the terrorists and, in many cases, 
their imprisonment or electrocution. There 
were also members of the Amagansett Life- 
Saving and Coast Guard Station on hand to give 
tours to the attendees. 

To top it off, the sun set behind the station 
in spectacular fashion, and in that purple glow 


people talked about that long ago night and the 
day that followed, when Amagansett was the 
top of the front page on all newspapers in the 
country—for the first and probably only time. 

Hugh King, the East Hampton Town Crier, 
acted as master of ceremonies and introduced 
the dignitaries and descendants of those Coast 
Guardsmen who spotted this incursion and 
sounded the alarm here on that day so long 
ago. David Lys, the Chairman of the Amagansett 
Life-saving and Coast Guard station, said a 
few words. 

Members of the family of Carl Jennett, who 
was in charge late that night at the Coast Guard 
Station, spoke. Ensign John Cullen came back 
from a shortened nighttime walking patrol to tell 
everyone there he’d seen Germans on the beach 
just through the fog in front of the station. No 
one believed him at first. But when he waved the 
hundred dollars in bribe money they gave him to 
tell him to forget what he saw, coastguardsman 
Carl Jennett rallied to the occasion and led 
a contingent of 10 coastguardsmen sleeping 
there that night out onto (Cont'd on next page) 
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the beach, bearing old First World War bolt- 
action rifles. Jennett also called his superior, 
Commander Warren Barnes at his home inland 
and asked him to bring reinforcements. 

The men who came ashore that night were 
Germans who had lived in America for many 
years but had returned to the homeland to help 
the German cause in the war. They all spoke 
English and German. One of them, however, 
their leader, had no intention of allowing this 
sabotage operation to go ahead. 

He was a New York City waiter of German 
extraction named George Dasch, who, as a 
teenager, had emigrated to America and, 20 
years later, just before the outbreak of hostilities, 
had returned to his homeland on a steamer to 
see if he wanted to move there. By the time 
he decided he did not, hostilities had broken 
out with America and he could not get back to 
New York to his wife and family. But there was 
another way. With his fluency in two languages, 
he could be a spy for Germany. The German 
High Command agreed. But they wanted him to 
do more than just spy. He should lead a whole 
wave of submarines bearing German terrorists 
to America, and after landing there, embark 
on a two-year reign of terror designed to 
create havoc and destroy factories and utilities. 

Asked to do that, he pulled off a little trick. 
He pretended to go along with the plan. And 
when he landed here with the other men, 
the explosives, and a satchel containing 
$1.2 million in today’s money, he led the men 
to the Amagansett Railroad Station and a 
train to New York, and told them to wait 


while he set things up. Then he went to 
Washington to meet with the FBI. 

Out in Amagansett, by 4 a.m. that first night, 
the coastguardsmen found and dug up the 


boxes of dynamite, fuses and timers, and by 


noon that material had been turned over to 
the FBI in New York City. A manhunt to find 
the perpetrators turned up nothing. But then, 
there was George Dasch’s knock on the FBI’s 
front door.

The “capture” made headline news all around 
the country. FBI head J. Edgar Hoover took full 
credit for it, and less than two months later, 
six were put to death, two were given long 
prison sentences (one was Dasch). Adolph 
Hitler’s two-year terrorist plan was over before 
it started. 

As the photos on page 51 show, last Monday 
evening’s festivities concluded with one of 
the most wonderful sunsets ever seen in 
Amagansett, a peacock display of color directly 
behind the Coast Guard Station that seemed to 
bless the occasion. But there was still time for 
a tour of the station for those who wanted it. 
One of the local men involved in the raising of 
the money to restore the old abandoned Coast 


Guard Station was Michael Cinque, the owner 
of Amagansett Wine & Spirits in Amagansett. 
As the night darkened, with the film over, he 
was to be found in the Coast Guard building’s 
attached garage, telling onlookers about the 
longboat in there that the Coast Guard would 
wheel out on a trailer down the beach to row 


through the surf to save seamen when the 


occasion warranted. He also talked about the 
garage’s interior, which had been so lovingly 
restored by volunteers. 

“Many days our volunteers consisted of 
prisoners in orange jail suits from the Riverhead 
jail. They'd arrive in big county busses in the 
morning and do whatever was needed to be 
done—carpentry, sanding, painting—and we’d 
order pizza for lunch, stuff you don’t get in 
jail, and they loved it all. Occasionally, the 
Good Humor ice cream truck would come over 
and the men would be enjoying banana splits 
and ice cream sundaes in their orange suits 
around the. white ice cream wagon amidst 
the beachgoers. The prisoners are largely 
responsible for the interior restoration of the 
finishing of the wainscoting in this boathouse 
garage. The station should be open next year. 
Lots of Coast Guard equipment, uniforms, 
books, and this great story to tell will be here.” 

There’s a good book to be written about this. 
I have just finished a manuscript about George 
Dasch and what he did, and the upcoming 
book, tentatively titled The Night the Nazis 
Landed, was, two weeks ago, optioned for film 
and TV by Emmy-winner Cayman Grant of Steel

THE SCHOOL SuPERINTENDENT FAT CAT 


Too Many School Administrators and Some Not Up to Snuff

hree school administrators in Southampton 
Town are out of the seats they were in 
just last year. They are Tuckahoe School 
Superintendent Dean Lucera, Southampton 


School Superintendent Scott Farina and the ~ 
Southampton School Director of Pupil Personnel 


Services Denise Merchant. Two resigned and 
the third was “replaced on an interim basis.” 


For this essay, it doesn’t matter who was- 


who or what any did or didn’t do. It’s the fact 
that none are doing what they were doing 
before and, from what I understand, none 
have left because of anything that had to do 
with the other. 

_What’s happening is we have administrators 
watching administrators, the school boards 
all atwitter, and who amongst us might be 
interested in taking on any one of these three 
jobs in the future if all this stuff, whatever it is, 
it’s all unspoken, is going on? 

Well, if the demand for new people goes up, 
and the supply of people interested goes down, 
the pay will be even higher than it is now. So if 
the old Superintendent was making $600,000 a 
year, now a new Superintendent will have to be 
paid $800,000 and so forth and so on. 

Meanwhile, none of this involves the 
proud, lowly paid cadre of _ teachers 
who actually spend their time in the 
classroom educating our youth. 


The cost of education in high school, college 
and beyond is skyrocketing, and the numbers 
show that the reason is the ever-increasing 
pay of administrators. Administrators’ pay has 
doubled. Also there are double the number of 
administrators per pupil than there were before, 
and so—take out your chalk and eraser—if 
there are now twice as many being paid twice 
as much before, there’s a factor-of-four increase 
right there. It’s simple mathematics, as the 
teachers who used to teach me would say. 

When I was in school, a long time ago, 
we had a principal running the -high school, 
an assistant-principal, a bookkeeper, a coach 
for sports, a librarian, a band. leader, several 
secretaries, a dietician, a janitor, several staff 
people and a student advisor for those kids 
thinking of going off to college. 

If I had to guess, I would say that back then 
the number of people on the administrative 
staff was about equal to the number of teachers 
on staff. We all got taught. And none of us 
graduated college with $150,000 in debt owed 
to the bank. Today, each kid is ushered along 
by a world of helpers, administrators, test 
givers, guidance people and special needs folks 
who find all sorts of interesting problems—at 
very good wages—to solve. 

And where has all this coddling gotten us? 
Years ago, American kids were the most highly 
educated kids in any country in the world. Not 
any more. You can make the case that all this 


supercharged administrative meddling by our 
administrators is very unhealthy indeed. 
Today, in this changing world, schools have 
greeters, security officers, drug-sniffing dogs, 
athletic directors, trip coordinators, marketing 
directors, curriculum facilitators, insurance 
providers, athletic directors, dieticians, test 


givers, psychologists, psychiatrists, bully 
locators,, bathroom selectors, assistant 
superintendents, assistant principals, core 


curriculum explainers, legal advisors, language 
interpreters, and the list goes on and on. 

The only person missing is the nurse. 
Nurses used to help. Today they won’t even 
give out aspirin. They are instead medical 
legal advisors who say what can and can’t 
be done. Our kids are so pummeled. with 


. administrators and coddlers that many kids 


don’t feel they have to do anything. Everything 
is being done for them, and what isn’t is okay 
to be left undone. Just let one of us know if 
anything is dangerous, hard to sit on or too 
difficult. The goal: Everybody Wins. And that 
means you, even if you sleep through it all. 

I believe we need fewer administrators, more 
teachers and a curriculum that holds our kids 
feet to the fire. (Stand back while I get feedback 
about child abuse for using that phrase.) 

If the administrator explosion subsides, we will 
lose squadrons of administrators administrating 
other administrators and get a restored focus on 
our kids learning schoolwork. @ 
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“No duty was neglected in his administration 
and no adventurous project alarmed the 
nation,” Mark Twain wrote of him. 

During Arthur’s run for Vice President, a 
political opponent named Arthur P. Hinman 
accused him of being born in Ireland, which was 
untrue. When that was shown to be inaccurate, 
Hinman said Arthur was actually born in 
Canada. That was also untrue. Arthur was an 
American citizen eligible to be President. 


GROVER CLEVELAND 
Born and raised in New Jersey, Cleveland 
today is considered a New Yorker because his 
family moved here when he was 4 and he spent 
his entire professional life in this state, first as 
an attorney, then as Mayor of Buffalo, where he 


gained a local and then a national reputation 
as a graft and corruption killer in that city. 
Virtually begged to run for Governor of New 
York as a Democrat in 1880, he did and won the 
election by the widest margin ever. He fought 
Tammany Hall and he fought millionaires. But 
he also fought for what he thought was right. 
In. his first year in office he vetoed a bill that 


would have. reduced the fares on New York . 
City’s elevated train system. He argued that 


millionaire Jay Gould had helped the service 
through hard times and should be rewarded 
the raise in price he was requesting. He lost 
that fight but won.a good reputation. Teddy 


Roosevelt, who at that .time was a reform-’ 


minded Republican in the State legislature, 
worked with him to fight Tammany Hall. 
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In 1884 he was elected President after a bruising 
fight against Republicans supported by 
Tammany. His first term was noted for his 
reforms. He reduced the size of government, 
refused to fire Republicans from plum 
government jobs unless they deserved it. He 
vetoed hundreds of slush fund bills that came to 
his desk passed by his Republican-led Congress. 
He reduced tariffs and fired up trade. In foreign 
affairs he was cautious. He refused to promote 
what would have been a Nicaraguan Canal. He 
emphasized self defense and modernization of 
an outmoded military. He had many coastal 
forts built. 

Cleveland also opposed _ integration, 
considering the Reconstruction of the South 
after the Civil War a failed experiment. He 


didn’t hire any African Americans to important 


government positions. Further, he supported 
laws preventing Chinese immigrants who went 
home to return to America. He also decided 
Native Americans should be wards of the state 
and encouraged them to assimilate into white 
society or be put on reservations. 

Considered a monetary expert for all his 
focus on it, he ran for a second term against 
Benjamin Harrison, a non—New Yorker, and lost, 
but then, facing him four years later after the 
country suffered great tariff increases making 
everything more expensive, he won his second 
term. That term, however, was marred by an 
economic collapse, the Panic of 1893, which 
began shortly after his inauguration. A group 
of out-of-work laborers camped on the White 
House lawn and had to be forcibly removed. 
Pullman car workers went on strike in Chicago 
and Cleveland had to send in the troops to 
break it up. 

Cleveland also had to cone with an 
attempt to bring Hawaii into the American fold 
as a territory in spite of its Queen’s resistance. 
He did it anyway. Altogether it was a volatile 
second term. Cleveland is considered an 
effective President about in the middle of the 
pack as far as ratings go. 


TEDDY ROOSEVELT 
Teddy Roosevelt was born into a wealthy 
New York City family that summered in Oyster 
Bay at Sagamore Hill and that then sent him 
to Harvard and Columbia Law School. He became 
our President in 1900 and is the only President 
from New York on Mount Rushmore (the others 


‘being Thomas Jefferson, Abraham Lincoln 


and George Washington). He is considered 
one of the greatest Presidents this country has 
ever had. 

As a young man, Roosevelt, in spite of his 
being ill with a severe case of asthma, presented 
himself as an athlete, a hiker and a man of 
great vigor. He was an amateur boxer. As with 
many wealthy young men of that era, he went 
into politics and soon was the Commissioner _ 
of Police for the City of New York, where 
he vigorously fought police corruption. He 
served in the State Assembly, then became 
the Assistant Secretary of the Navy, and when 
President McKinley attacked the Spanish in 
Cuba, Roosevelt got the idea to send American 
warships to the Philippines, where they 
surprised and sank the entire Spanish fleet. 
Thus Spain was prevented from reinforcing 
Cuba and staving off the American assault. a

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effort, Roosevelt resigned his Navy post and, 
contacting his friends from Harvard, organized 
a horseback volunteer cavalry known as the 
Rough Riders. In Cuba, Roosevelt led his cavalry 
on the charge up San Juan Hill, in the face of 
enemy fire, that broke the back of Spanish 
resistance. After the Spanish surrendered, 
the American Army was ordered home for 
maneuvers and rest at Montauk, where they 
stayed living in tents for two months. President 
McKinley visited Roosevelt here, and while here 
Roosevelt became a full-fledged war hero. 

A year later, Roosevelt ran for Governor 
and won, announced he would end graft, and 
eventually President McKinley had him kicked 
upstairs to be his Vice Presidential candidate 
for the election of 1900, which McKinley and 


Roosevelt won in a landslide. Six months after 


- the inauguration, McKinley was assassinated 


in Buffalo and Roosevelt became President. 

Roosevelt was a whirlwind President full 
of new ideas. From 1900 to 1908, Roosevelt 
organized and dramatically expanded and 
added to our National Park system, pursued 
an aggressive foreign policy staving off any 
attempts by the governments of Europe to take 
over countries in the Americas. His slogan was 
“Speak softly and carry a big stick.” Tycoons 
became outrages when he created the national 
income tax. He spoke vigorously about self 
reliance, love of country and the expansion of 
the west, and also found time to go on safari 
in Africa. 

Arriving at the completion of his second 
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term, he recommended his Secretary of War, 
William Howard Taft, as his successor, but 


after seeing what Taft did to his reforms 


after winning the election, Roosevelt 
founded the Bull Moose Party in an. effort to . 
take back the Presidency in 1912. His effort 
split the Republican party and resulted in 
the election of a nice Democrat named 
Woodrow Wilson, who, as it happened, was not 
from New York. 

Roosevelt died young, at age 63, perhaps from 
the effects of a disease he had contracted while 
in Africa. 


FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT 


Franklin D. Roosevelt was also a 
wealthy Roosevelt, and was the fifth cousin of 
Teddy Roosevelt. 


Roosevelt went to Harvard, became a lawyer, = 
married Eleanor in 1905 and set up house on 
his family’s magnificent 200-plus acre estate in 
Hyde Park in Dutchess County, upstate. In 1921 
developed polio, which put him in a wheelchair 
for the rest of his life. 

Roosevelt became a state senator ‘ana then 
Governor of New York , and when the Crash of 
1929 drove the country into its worst depression | 
ever, he was approached to run against the 
Republican, Herbert Hoover, whose inattention. 
to detail many people felt had caused the 
economic catastrophe. Roosevelt beat Hoover 
in a landslide in 1932, and, in spite of being 
a wealthy scion, enlarged the government 
with hundreds of new programs giving the 
unemployed jobs to get them through. His 
efforts sputtered for years, and then World War 
II broke out and America turned into a military 
arsenal for the creation of planes, ships and 
guns. In the end, America helped to break the 
back of both the Japanese empire and Hitler’s 
schemes for world domination while bringing 
America back into full production. FDR was 
elected to a total of four terms and, beloved by 
many, died while in office. 


To these six, we might also consider President 
John Tyler, a slave-owning Virginian who was 
Vice President when, in 1841, President. William 
Henry Harrison died of pneumonia 30 days after 
his inauguration. Tyler was pretty incompetent 
in office, and angered his Whig party enough 
so they threw him -out of the party during 
his Presidency, but he did preside over the 
Annexation of Texas. 

His wife died while he was in office. Shortly 
thereafter he fell in love with the beautiful 
22-year-old daughter of the prominent East 
Hampton and Manhattan lawyer and New York 
Senator David Gardiner, and, in spite of being 
32 years her senior and being rebuffed by her 
parents, married her in office. She became one 
of the very first celebrities in America—songs 
were written about her, her image adorned 
magazine covers, etc. And, after Tyler left office, 


_ she bore him seven children to add to the eight 


he had by his late first wife. The family was 
seen in East Hampton on occasion, visiting her 
family here in the summer time. 

Another President who frequented the East 
End was Richard Nixon. He wrote his nomination 
speech on the beach at Gurney’s. But California 
claims him as its own. 

And now we have these two. One will prevail. 
We shall see what we shall see. fi

What makes the Hamptons a special place for an architect, 
professionally and as a resident? 

The Hamptons, a resort community, attracts architects from around the 
world. Some architects come attached to their clients who own homes 
elsewhere. Some are world famous architects who are sought out by 
their clients who want the very best and most prestigious for their own 
Hamptons statement. 

Well over 100 architects live and work in the Hamptons, and a few are 
know nationally and internationally, but most take care of the whims of 
their resort-based residential clients. It’s a blessing to be able to live in the 
Hamptons, but it’s not an easy location. For many architects, residential 
design is the only option, because other building types are limited on the 
East End, and of course competition is always tough. Public architecture 
on the East End is very limited, but the public projects | have completed 
bring me the most gratification, because people use these spaces every 
day and appreciate the quality of design. 


Describe the ideal collaboration between yourself and a client. 

Some people see architecture as a commodity, the lowest price to a 
gambrel roof statement—not the ideal client. To me, the ideal client is one 
who recognizes creativity. An ideal client is a “best friend” in both design 
and trust. An ideal client recognizes their own limitations and trusts the 
instincts and experience of their design professional. The ideal client is 
mindful of money, but is not trying to find the cheapest price. 


Where do you draw your inspiration from these days? 

My inspiration comes from my clients and nature. Every project has a 
set of influences and solutions. I'm always inspired by the people who 
will use the building in the context of its setting. Especially for residential 
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architecture, the architect must know the client very well, including how 
they entertain, spend quiet time, how they party and what they like and 
don’t like. To understand how the sun moves through the sky, where and 
how it casts shadows and where it shades the patio is just as important 
as how the client reacts to the sun. Do they wake up with the sun or block 
it from their windows to sleep in? 

I'm always inspired by my professional journals, but what gets me most 
excited is a client who wants something different. 


What changes on the East End have had the biggest impact on 
your work as an architect over the past decade? 

There have been no changes on the East End in the past decade that 
have affected my work as an architect, none. What has impacted my work 
is new building materials and energy-efficient, high-performance buildings. 


What five examples of local architecture would you put on your 
list of “must see” for people to view here in the Hamptons? 

Public architecture is sparse, but there are ways to take the pulse of 
residential architecture. Here are some examples of how to experience 
both residential and public architecture. 


1. For a residential tour, the estate section of Southampton or East 
Hampton for Old World charm can't be beat. 

2. For slick new mega-homes, a drive down Meadow Lane and Gin Lane 
to see the ocean mansions is always a trip. 

3. Sag Harbor has some of the oldest relics of livable small homes on 
narrow 19th century streets and Sagaponack has the largest new ones on 
tree-lined lanes, once the tractor trails of farms gone by. 

4. The Suffolk Theater is one of the most significant historic entertainment 
spots on the East End since 1933. Re-opened in 2013 after almost 30 
years, it still is an entertainment icon, in stride with the Montauk Manor/ 
Playhouse, another recommendation. 

5. Last and most favorite is the Longhouse Reserve, in East Hampton, 
Jack Lenor Larsen’s 16-acre magical garden and home.

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ummer rentals are as much a part of the season on the East End 

cos days on the beach and flowing bottles of rosé. When it comes 
to seasonal rentals, however, one of the most important aspects isn’t the 
infinity pool or the chef's kitchen, as nice as such amenities may be. What 
we're talking about is something far more essential: the lease. 

A seasonal or month-to-month lease in Suffolk County is required to 
include a signed writing that states that the tenants waive their election 
of a written lease with a term of one year or more, which is the mandatory 
minimum term for landlords to offer to tenants in the County. Consequently, 
it would follow that every lease in Suffolk County should be written, since 
a signed written document is required for an oral lease to comply with this 
Suffolk County law. 

Pursuant to Chapter 696 of the Suffolk County Code, landlords who 
do not have this signed written waiver for a seasonal lease (even when 
the seasonal lease is otherwise in writing) are exposed to liability of $500 
plus attorney’s fees, per violation. For oral month-to-month leases, the 
potential liability is much greater. Since each month that passes without 
a signed written waiver is arguably a new violation, landlords with tenants 
who have lived at their property for the past six years are exposed to a 
lawsuit for $36,000. Six years is the maximum period that a tenant can 
seek compensation for in a lawsuit, because the statute of limitations for a 
breach of contract lawsuit is six years in the State of New York. Presuming 
attorney's fees are set at a one-third contingency, as a reasonable 
attorney's fee, maximum attorney's fees would be $12,000, for a total of 
$48,000 exposure to the landlord when adding the attorney’s fees and 
damages exposure. 

A lease is a contract where one party conveys the right to possess real 
property to another party for a specified period of time. In New York, any 
lease that has a term for more than one year must be in writing. If a lease 
with a term of more than one year is made orally, such lease is void or 
invalid pursuant to General Obligation Law 5-701, which is commonly 
known as the Statute of Frauds. Although month-to-month leases may 
be made orally by State law, because a month is capable of completion 
within a year, leases in Suffolk County cannot just be effectuated through 
an oral agreement. In Suffolk County, a signed written waiver of a tenant's 
right to rent property for a minimum one-year period is always required. 
Specifically, any lease for less than one year in Suffolk County must 
include a written provision whereby tenants waive their election of a lease 


for a term of one year or more, or else tenants may recover $500 from their 
landlord for each violation of the Suffolk County Code and any associated 
attorney’s fees in pursuing the penalty. 

An example of such a waiver may look like this: 

|, [TENANT’S NAME], residing at [PROPERTY ADDRESS] from 
[INITIAL DATE OF OCCUPANCY] until | surrender possession of the 
above referenced property, hereby waive my right to a lease with a term of 
one year or more pursuant to Section 696-3 of the Suffolk County Code. 

TENANT'S SIGNATURE DATE 

The exposure in failing to obtain this waiver is magnified in light of 
the ease in which a tenant can pursue this type of lawsuit. Small claims 
courts in the Eastern Towns and Villages can entertain claims of up to 
$3,000 with just a $10 filing fee. As such, Suffolk County month-to-month 
residential tenants who only have oral leases and seasonal tenants whose 
leases do not include this waiver have minimal barriers to bringing suit 
against their landlord. 

Consequently, it makes more sense for landlords who want to avoid 
court and attorney's fees to write their tenants a check of $500 in 
consideration of the tenants’ written release of a claim under Suffolk 
County Code Section 696-3. However, if landlords just give $500 to their 
tenants without memorializing the parties’ understanding that the money is 
in exchange for the tenant waiving their right to bring suit, which would be 
done in a formalized release, landlords will not be able to prove they were 
released from liability for future violations of the Suffolk County Code. 

On top of this exposure for mom and pop landlords (those who think the 
rules just don't apply because they are small), the Suffolk County Code 
makes a willful failure to get a written waiver from the tenant chargeable 
as a criminal misdemeanor. 

As a result, landlords of seasonal and month-to-month leases in Suffolk 
County may face a lot of exposure. Keep in mind that all oral leases are, 
by default, month-to-month leases. If landlords have seasonal or month- 
to-month leases without this written waiver, they should retain counsel to 
amend their future leases and to prepare releases for their current tenants 
to sign immediately before the tenants bring suit. The potential exposure 
is Just too great to ignore.

“They fire me every year, then think 
about it, the ratings come in and I’m hired 
again,” she chuckles. 

With so many current events to choose from, 
Griffin can’t wait to get down and dirty with 
her storytelling. She’s particularly excited to 
skewer Presidential hopeful Donald Trump, 
whom she started using in her act long before 
he entered politics. “I can tell my Trump 
stories, and now people will know they’re real!” 
she says. “They weren’t relevant before, and 
nobody cared about him until eight months 
ago.” Griffin likens the controversy and media 
circus surrounding Trump to another time a 
star became an unlikely politician. “Mr. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger!” she exclaims. “Our Governor 
[of California] basically ignored the drought,” 
she sighs. “Thing is, it’s not really a joke 
once [Trump] is elected.” Griffin also notes 
that she’s totally over the whole “politically 
correct” movement. “When I started doing 
standup, people had a better sense of humor,” 
she explains. “I miss the days where you could 
make fun of Monica Lewinsky’s dress.” 

Another hot-button issue Griffin loves to tackle 
is transgender Olympic medalist Caitlyn Jenner. 
“I'm so grateful that Caitlyn is an insensitive 
airhead,” she laughs. “It’s a gift from the gods. 
She turned out to be this ignorant, rude, 
narcissistic woman and doesn’t seem terribly 
interested in learning.” But as an LGBTQIA 
activist, Griffin notes that the comedy doesn’t 
go after Jenner’s experience as a transgender 
woman. “I support her journey, though—that 
goes without saying. | know many trans people, 
and none of them have the opportunities or 


financial means to live in a mansion atop.a hill 


in Malibu. This is a community with a lot of 
struggle and discrimination, and you’ve gotta 
be able to laugh while still shining a light on it.” 

Griffin can’t wait for the Guild Hall show. 


“This is a fundraiser, so I'm going to ask the 


audience to be present and come in the gutter 
with me,” she says. “I’m not going to stop until I 
have a walk-out. I love a good storm-out. People 
tend to walk out sometimes...or they might just 
be going to the bathroom.”

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This Week’s Cover Artist: Richard Sygar

He’s not an artist. Architect 
(and two time Dan’s Papers 
_cover artist) Richard Sygar 
wants to make that very 
clear—not for fear of any 
stigma, actually for quite the 
opposite reason. “I make my 
living as an architect, not as 
an artist, and so | have too 
much respect for artists to 
call myself one.” Sygar may 
feel this way, but most wouldn’t agree after 
seeing his untitled watercolor on the cover of 
this -week’s issue. The not-an-artist artist has 
dabbled in many different kinds of visual art for 
as long as he can remember. Sygar talks with 
us about the confluence of art and architecture.

What was the concept for the nial on 
the cover? 

My wife’s and my cottage in Sag Harbor. It’s 
10 to 12 feet from the tide. The watercolor on 
the cover isn’t exactly the same as my view 
from the cottage, but that was definitely the 
influence—the table, the shadowing on the 
table, our view, the land, the sky—I just tried to 
play on depth, and paint what I saw. 

The cottage has been the inspiration for a 
lot of paintings I’ve done. The striking thing 
about the building is that it’s part of the water. 
It’s similar to an old fisherman’s shack. I’m 
pretty old-fashioned, so | just paint what I see 
using a brush and watercolors. I decided on 
the red simply because it grabs the eye. What 
I love about this cottage is that there’s no bad 
day. It’s therapeutic and clears the mind after 
the clutter of the city. It’s about perspective. 
Perspective is the key in many types of art. 


How has being an architect influenced 
your watercolors? 

Directly. Architecture and other arts go hand 
in hand. Watercolor and architecture are both 
disciplines where you can envision things. Any 
art form or craft, not just watercolors, can 
facilitate the architect’s task in developing the 
design of a structure. 


When has your knowledge of 
watercolor painting been an asset to an 
architectural project? 

The Bridgehampton Golf Course 
Clubhouse renovation and addition on 
Ocean Road. Being able to sketch quickly, 
and at times do a quick watercolor to explain 
how something should look, was_ useful 
on dozens of occasions during this particular 
project—especially when the _ contractor 
discovered something had to be rebuilt 
because of the age and condition of the 
structure. The quick sketches on’ this 
project kept it going somewhat smoothly, 
and were easy to understand because I

How long have you been painting? 

I’ve been drawing since I was eight or nine, but

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Control Unwanted Summer Visitors

fter the very mild winter we experienced, we 

have seen a surge in tick activity this season. 
According to the Center for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC), there are approximately 30,000 
reported cases of Lyme disease in the United States 
each year, but estimates say that 300,000 people are 
diagnosed annually. Studies show that 50% of ticks 


on the East End of Long Island are infected with the © 


disease and that 70% of all people who are diagnosed 
with Lyme disease are bitten in their own yard. 

Now more than ever, it’s critical to start taking 
measures to protect against, and take steps to 
reduce, the tick population in our area, especially 
with the discovery of the Borrelia mayonii species. 
Until now, scientists thought that Lyme disease 
was caused by one species of bacteria. A recent 
discovery proves that a new type of bacteria called 
B. mayonii is also a cause. Infection from this type of 
bacteria is a result of a black-legged deer tick bite. It 
can inflict nausea and vomiting, and more prominent 
neurological symptoms, in addition to traditional 
Lyme disease symptoms. 


Tick and mosquito bites can be 
avoided by simply using common 
insect repellents found in any 
local pharmacy. 


During the early summer months, the transmission 
of Lyme disease is most commonly due to the bites 
of immature ticks called nymphs. Because they’re 


less than 2mm, comparable to a poppy seed, they are 
difficult to see and the bites are painless. In addition 
to their small size, ticks typically attach to hard- 


-to-see areas of the body such as the groin, armpits 


and scalp. Lyme disease is an acute inflammatory 
bacterial infection that has been nicknamed “The 
Great Imitator” because its symptoms are similar to 
that of many other diseases, affecting any organ of 
the body, including the brain and nervous system, 
muscles, joints and the heart. 

In order to decrease the risk of tick-related illness, 
maintain a clean, trimmed lawn, cut back branches 
to let in more sunlight and consider tick collars and 
sprays for pets to prevent ticks being carried into the 
home on animals. Additionally, experts recommend 
that one or two perimeter spray treatments be done 
as ticks become increasingly active. Always be sure 
to thoroughly check yourself, your family and your 
pets for ticks after time spent outdoors. 

Ticks and mosquitos are found just about 
everywhere these days. For example, most people 
are unaware that ticks are found in the beach grass 
at all of our local beaches and in the grass at most 
of our parks, but, as you now know, most tick 
bites happen in our own backyards. It’s important 
to check yourself and your children for ticks on a 
regular basis. A common mistake people make in 
the summertime on the East End when it comes to 
tick and mosquito protection is that they’re unaware 
that tick and mosquito bites can be avoided by 


simply using common insect repellents found in any | 


local pharmacy. 

Both the North Fork and South Fork have the 
same issues when it comes to ticks and mosquitos. 
They are surrounded by salt marsh mosquito 
breeding areas and have an over abundance of deer 
that harbor ticks. In both locations, ticks can be

controlled on your property by having it sprayed 
monthly. Mosquitos can be controlled for a short 
period of time by spraying, too, but it usually only 
lasts for a week at the most. Mosquito spraying is 
best saved for parties and special events, as nothing 
will keep them away for any great length of time. 

People are concerned about-the Zika virus, 
although it has yet to appear out here. There’s not 
much we can do to prevent it, but making sure your 
property is free of any standing water and keeping 
your gutters clean of debris so the rain water flows 
freely is a must for all homeowners. Cutting back on 
your irrigation will help, too. Remember, mosquitos 
and ticks like it damp. The county will be spraying for 
mosquitos in all the usual hot spots throughout the 
East End, but as always, using a mosquito repellent 
is especially important this year. ga.

What fuels your creativity as a winemaker? 

I’m inspired by drinking wines from other producers 
locally, in other parts of New York State, and various 
parts of the world. Having had the opportunity to 
travel to international wine shows such as ProWein 
in Dusseldorf, Germany, and The London Wine Fair in 
England also serve as influences. 


What’s unique about the specific terroir of 
your vineyards? 

Martha Clara Vineyards 
is situated in the Northville 
Agricultural District at the base 
of the outwash plain formed by 
Harbor Hill Terminal Moraine. Our 
area possesses a unique balance 
between the land and maritime 
influence. In addition, our vineyard 
is relatively flat, resulting in equal 
ripening in our vineyard blocks.

Which of your wines would you most like to _ 
serve to another winemaker? 

In general I would likely serve wines 
that are “works in progress” such as our 
new orange wine. I’m not a particular fan 
of the style, but I figured it would be 
interesting to try it for myself. Pm still 
evaluating my thoughts on my attempt 
at this ancient style of winemaking, and — 
I would encourage collegial discourse 
with another winemaker about the style and 
my attempt in particular. 


What’s your favorite pairing of local wine 
and food?

We know 
lots about our macroclimate and 
microclimate, but we need to define the 
subtle differences that exist from Northville 
to Mattituck, Jamesport, Cutchogue, Southold, etc.

The staff at Books & Books Westhampton 
Beach (130 Main Street, Westhampton Beach) are 
recommending the Pulitzer Prize winning memoir 
Barbarian Days: A Surfing Life by William Finnegan

Shippy °s Is Ship-Shape in Southampton

omehow I'd never darkened the door of Shippy’s 

Pumpernickels Restaurant East in Southampton 
before last week. I knew it was an East End institution. 
I knew that they specialized in German food. It’s 
right in the village, | could walk there from (and 
stagger back to) Dan’s Papers Southampton offices. 
As soon as I did step inside, I took in the dim 
atmosphere, the un-ironic vintageness of the 
place, the giant paintings of golf greens, the 
mustachioed bartender from central casting, Sinatra 
sang from above. I was home. 

Our summer editor Emily Smith Gilbert had come 
along for the ride—in fact she graciously drove. She 
was also set for some German foods, which she tells 
about in her own words at right. 

Our server Chrissie. Friendliest, most helpful, most 
efficient server on the East End. Hands down. Brava. 

Beer at lunch was a must. Chrissy suggested the 
light pilsner on draught, served in the midday-sized 
glass mug. Perfekt. 

Chrissy suggested that we start with Shippy’s 
German onion rings which are made to order, 
very thin, kissed with flour. They are light and 
delicate. Emily commented, “I would put these on 
any sandwich.” ; 

I started the serious eating with Split Pea with Ham 
Soup. All of Shippy’s soups are made in-house. So I 
assume that they’re all as good as this one, which 
was flavorful and rich, but not heavy. 

We were tempted by the local seafood but I had 


to have a brat—the Grilled Bratwurst on a roll with 
sautéed onion, melted Swiss cheese (Swiss is close to 
German, it’s all good!), with pickle and radish. That 
hit the spot—with a touch of mustard. I took half 
of this sandwich back to the office for lunch the 
next day. ae 

We didn’t save room for dessert so we split a slice 
of key lime cheese cake. 

Here’s Emily’s take on her first lunch out while 
working at Dan’s Papers: 

Whenever the waitstaff seats me in a booth, | 
immediately have affection for the restaurant. | know 
booths exist in other countries, but something about 
red vinyl seating is so quintessentially American. 

We were off to a good start at Shippy’s, then, safely 
ensconced in our dining room of a booth that fit two 
quite comfortably. I asked for a glass of Schmitt Stone 
Riesling—not too sweet, in the best way—at a rock 
bottom price I have never before witnessed on a wine 
menu in the Hamptons. 

I went all in and ordered Sauerbraten with 


Traditional Potatoes and Cabbage. The dish came 


with a green salad to ‘start. I selected Balsamic 
Vinaigrette from the lineup of usual suspects. 
Shippy’s onion rings—which are to regular onion 
rings what shoestring fries are to steak fries—were 
a perfect snack while Stacy and I waited for our 
starters. When my salad arrived I was delighted to 
find that it wasn’t over-dressed. It was a great way 


to trick myself into feeling like I'd eaten healthfully, | 


even after all those fried onions. - : 
Then: the Sauerbraten. Oh my. The generous

portion of marinated pot roast was melt-in-your- 
mouth tender. Complementing it was a rich, 
tangy gravy that cut the heaviness of the meat. 
That, combined with the red cabbage, well on its © 
way to becoming sauerkraut, elevated the dish 
from the usual beef-and-veg. The _ traditional 
dumpling-style potatoes were just the right texture 
for slicing into, spearing a bite with my fork 
and soaking up the gravy before popping it into 


‘my mouth. I made a valiant effort to clean my 


plate, but in the end had to take home leftovers—not 
that I’m complaining! ga.

If you’re growing garlic in 
your garden and you've not 
yet snipped those pesky 
seedheads off, so that your 
bulbs mature, now’s_ the 
time!

This tasty garlic byproduct became a sort of 
delicacy in 2008 when The New York Times ran a 
feature on it. 

Garlic scapes are flavorful but they can be fibrous 
and quite chewy—so I recommend steaming them for 
my pesto recipe below. 

My upcoming cookbook offers other delicious 
recipes for this early summer crop. 


GARLIC SCAPE PESTO 
Yield: about 3 cups 


% cup shelled walnuts 

2 cups garlic scapes 

¥% cup olive oil 

Y%4 cup grated Romano cheese 

Y% cup fresh basil 

1 teaspoon sea salt 

¥% teaspoon ground black pepper 
Y%4 teaspoon ground nutmeg

Put walnuts in the bowl of a food processor with 
chopping blade in place. 

Process nuts until finely chopped. 

Add all remaining ingredients to food processor. 

Process until well ground. You may stop once or 
twice to push large pieces into the blade’s range. 

Stir 1 cup of pesto into freshly cooked pasta in a 
bowl to coat, to serve 4.
